DECISION “IN TWO SERIOUS 
CHARGES 


A REASONABLE DOUBT 


Mr. E. W. Hamilton gave judg- 
ment at the *Central Magistracy 
this morning in the case in which 

“four Chinese revenue officers were 
charged with demanding money 
with menaces, and larceny . of 
money from a quarryman living 
in ahut on the’ hillaide at Shau- 
kiwan.

"The Judgment 


Mr.’ Hamilton said: In thia case 
It is common ground that the four 
defendants with Revenue Officer 
Dunlop, proceede early . on the 
morning of December 29, 1929 to 
Shaukiwan, thence to Tsang 
Kwan's hut by the quarry, and, 
after an interval, ‘to Taang Kwan's 
hut in, Chaiwan Tsai. It {s ad- 
mitted that there was no warrant 
and that the raid was irregular 
for this reason, and because of 
Departmental routine which de- 
mands that before raids instruc- 
tions must be given by the senfor 
revenue officer available. It is 
‘arguable that this method of pro- 
cedure by the defendants tends .to 
throw a sinister light on the whole 
-set of events. To this the defen- 
dants reply that it was zeal, and 
point to the fnet that ‘all, except 
the fourth defendant who was 
pressed into the service later! had: 
but recently joined the force. At 
any rate, I. do not believe that 
there was a-premeditation of rob- 
bery, when they -hnad laid the in- 
formation, ‘as they could not pos- 
sibly know that R. 0. Dunlop 
would not report to an experienc- 
ed officer, No definite hght is 
thrown in this case by thie point, 
in my opinfon, 


The Crown Witnesses 


The two direct witnesses for 
the Crown came next. Tsang 
Kwan deposes that his person was 
robbed of two five-dollar rolla of 
10-cent pieces by the first defen- 
dant, and he identifies one roll 
found jn the pocket of the car.

WARRANT OF ARREST 
SET ASDE 


STEAMSHIP VENEZIA CASE IN 
ADMIRALTY JURISDICTION 


CHIEF JUSTICE MAKES ORDER 

Sitting in Admiralty Jurisdictlon 
in the Supreme Court this morning, 
his Lordship the Chief Justice (Sir 
Henry Gollan) made an order that 
the writ of summons, warrant of 
arrest und all subsequent proceed- 
ings againat the owners of: the 
steamship Venezin be set aside be- 
cauge the action had been impro- 
Perly brought and that the de- 
fendants in the case were domi- 
ciled in Hong Kong. 


The application was made by Mr, 
F.C, Jenkin, instructed by Messrs. 
Hastings, Dennys and Bowley, on 
behalf of the New China Era Ship- 
ping Company, Ltd., owners of the 
Venezia. The” plaintiffs in the 
action were the Kwong Fat En- 
gincering Co., who appeared in per- 
son. 

Originally action was instituted 
by the plaintiff firm against the 
owners for the recovery of $41,- 
265.64 being balance due for neces- 
saries, equipments and repairs con. 
tracted between July 6 and Decem- 
ber 30, 1929, : 


In asking for the warrant of ar- 
rest, writ of summons ‘and all sub- 
sequent proceedings to be set aside, 
Mr, Jenkin said that his contention 
was that there was a want of 
juriadiction because (1) the ship 
belong. d.to tho port of Hong Kong 
and (2) at the time of the institu- 
tton of the action, the owners of the 
ship were domiciled in Hong Kong. 

Mr. Jonkin further said that the 
ship was arrested on January 22, 
1930, under an order of the Court. 
The owners were at the time 
domiciled in Hong Kong; the Com- 
pany was a limited company regis- 
tered in Hong “Kong, and the 
Colony was their principal place of 
business. Therefore there was no 
Jurisdiction at all under Admiralty 
Jurisdiction. 3

GREECE 


DESIRE TO, STRENGTHEN BONDS 
OF AMITY & TRADE 


GOOD UNDERSTANDING 
Canton, Yesterday. 

The Republic of China and the 
Hellenic Republic, animated by a 
desire to strengthen the bonds of 
amity by a treaty which. will faci- 
litate the promotion of the econo- 
mic and commercial relations of 
the two countries, and recognis- 
ing that the application of the 
principles of equality and respect 
for territorial sovereignty is the 
only method to preserve good un- 
lerstanding between peoples, have 
appointed for this purpose as 
their Plenipotentiaries, that {s to

The Government of the Repub- 
Ne of China: 


His Excellency, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary of China at 
Paris. 


The President of the Hellenic 
Republic: 

His -Excellency Mr. M. Politis, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of Greece at Paris, 
who, having exchanged their full 
powers, have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing provisions: . 

Perpetual Peace 

Article I. There shall be perpe- 
tual peace and everlasting amity 
between China and Greece as well 
as between thelr nationals, - 


Article II. It {9 agreed that the 
two High Contracting Partles shall 
have the right mutually to appoint 
and send:duly accredited diplomatic 
agents who shall reciprocally enjoy, 
in the countries, of their re- 
sidence,.the privileges and immuni- 
ties which may be accorded to 
similar agents of other nations, ac- 
cording to the law of nations, The 
two High Contracting Parties shall 
have the right to appoint Consuls- 
General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls and 
Consular Agents, who shall reside 
in the principal citles of the two 
countries where the residence of 
such foreign agenta ig permitted 
and shall be treated with due con- 
alderation and regard. 

The” Consulate-General, Consuls, 
Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents, 
prior to their assumption of office, ‘shall 
obtain the customary exequatur issued 
by the Government of the country 
where they shall reside. The sald Gov- 
ernment may withdraw its exequatur 
upon showing good cause. 

The two High Contracting Parties 
shall abstain from appointing mer- 
chants as Consuls-General, Consuls, 
Viee-Consuls or Consular Agents, 
honorary Consuls being excepted. 


Trade Privileges 


Article If. The nationals of either 
Hight -Contracting Party residing in 
the territory of the other, shall hava 
the liberty, In conformity with the laws 
and regulations of the country, to buy, 
to sell, to travel and, in short, to en- 
gage in commerce or any other lawfn!

The surplus production in 
the principal exporting countries 
amounts to only ‘about 400,000,000 
bushels, as compared with 1,086, 
000,000 bushels in 1928. These 
countries, it Is argued, undoubted. 
ly ‘will ship more than‘this and re- 
duce their surplus stock. The de- 
partment, attempting to: match pro- 
bable imports with exportable sur- 
pluses, saya it seems likely that the 
International trade in wheat, in- 
cluding wheat flour, will amount to 
about 760,000,000 to 800,000,000 
bushels, as compared with 900,.

European deficit countries have 
produced more wheat in 1929 than 
in 1928, but their total takings of 
foreign wheat are likely to be nearly 
as great as they were in the past 
season, it is predicted In this re- 
port, The department says it seems 
likely that ‘the world’s visible 
supply has’ reached its peak for the 
season, . Much it added, has been 
said about thia large visible supply 
on November 1, 1929 which amounts 
to 668,000,000 bushels. 

,The peak in the past season, was 
566,000,000 bushels on January 1,' 
1929 after . which the visible 
supply declined rapidly to 8651,- 
000,000 bushels by July 2 
Since a large . part of the 
world’s visible” supply is in 
North America and the visible 
stocks in the United States have 
declined about 15,000,000 bushals In 
the past six weeks,..it is probable.

CHIN A'S. ‘CABARET. 
GIRLS © 


[BY SIR PERCIVAL PRTLAAPS) 


INTER China’s latest symbol of 
new. Nationalism—the cabaret 
girl.: Formerly the cabaret’ industry 
was a kind of Russian monopoly. 
Refugees, near refugecs, and imita- 
tion refugees flocked down from 
Manchuria to entertain the drifting 
population of the Treaty Ports, with 
Shanghai as their ultimate goal. 
This Jix-less city opened wide the 
night to their really decorous acti- 
vities, They Included young girls, 
mothers working to support a 
fatherlegs family, and even grand- 
mothers who fought time with rouge 
and lipstick and kept young their 
feet. They lived in. community 
fashion in fints or boarding-houses, 
and the cabaret portion of their 
life,‘ at least, was beyond reproach. 
Now their very existence is threa- 
tened by the Chinese cabaret 
girl, whose growing popularity haa 
put several of the most popular 
European resorts out of businesa 
and transformed others into rendez- 
vous for young bureaucrats of the 
Nanking Government. It is the old 
story of hopeless _ competition 
against cheap labour. The Chinese 
cabaret girl requires only a bowl of 
rice and some gherkins for her mid- 
night supper, while the European 
girl must have European food. The 
Chinese girl dresses more‘cheaply, 
although as effectively, in an exotic 
way, and her dances cost lesa. 
Clad in ankle-length brocade of 
a colour that Would defeat any other 
type of female, she ia a striking and 
attractive figure, She wears a lit- 
tle, tight-fitting bodice, her slender 
neck is encased in a high atiff collar 
of the same material and her sleek 


black hair is brushed back severely. 


from her graceful head. © She sits 
demurely on her side of the room 
awaiting the call to. dance, and re- 
turns with a prim = “keep-your- 
distance” bow when the music 
stops. 

Some of them wear gsheathlike 
dresses of shimmering silver ma- 
terial, others are all.blue and gold, 
or affect colour schemes in mauve, 
or purple or violet, All of them are 
very young. The dance well, as 
indeed they should, for they spend 
much of their “off” time taking les- 
sons from'their rivals, the Russian 
profeasionals, who.are glad to eke 
out d dwindling income by acting 
as instructresses, 

One of the largest cabaret-dance 
resorts, where formerly from thirty 
to fifty Russian girls danced night- 
ly, Is now almost wholly Chinese. 
On one side of the long room sat’ 
more than forty-of them. Opposite 
were the forlorn remnants of the 


old Russian brigade—seven sad and, 


anxious-eyed women in ‘rather 
pathetic versions of evening dress. 
Although they had cut their “fee” 
from 50 cents (a little over a shill- 
Ing) to 80 cents a dance, they were 
hardly ever taken on to the floor. 

’ Another once popular. European 
cabaret, the Plaza, where excellent 
Russfan ballets and costume dances 


drew many dinner parties nightly, 
ig now the vollvar: Dragon,” an all- 
Chinese ‘resort.. There ara GO 
Chinese cabarets in full swing to- 
day as against three 18 months ago. 

The patrons of the new type of 
dance hall-are curious specimens of 
the - Wasternised student. Many 
are civil officials of the Nationalist 
Government. They flock down 


‘from Nanking for the week-end in 


the Internationa! Settlement, wear- 
{ng weired plus fours, or exagger- 
ated tweed suits, usually rounded 
off by a flaming tie and horn-rim- 
med spectacles. They come in 
parties, Hke the Westerners, fre~ 
auently with women of their own 
race and type who are hardly less 
emphatic in their determination to 
be European and not Chinese. 
Thera are “advanced” girls of the 
“bachelor” species,.trying to wear 
sporta clothes with an aggressively 
mannish air, and smoking cigarettes 
through long holders. There was 
even one with a monocle. 

These products of Western educa~ 
tion live a strange and unreal life. 
They have nothing in common with 
Chinese culture and Chinese tradi- 
tions and yet they cannot mix with 
Europeans, who seek the same 
form of diversion. They muat ‘ 
make their own amusements. 

The inferiority complex some- 
times betrays itself unexpectedly. 
One night recently a party of threo 
Chinese men and three Chinese 
women of the “modern school” en- 
tered a cabaret atill patronised by 
Europeans; and after drinking more 
champagne than was good for them, 
became openly aggressive. One 
girl paused at a table where some 
Europeans were sitting, and deli- 
herately flung a glasa of their wine 
on the floor, exclaiming as she did 
so, “We are ruling our country now 
and we are going to turn you out.” 

It was a foolish action and the 
Europeans took no notice, but it 
revealed the childish spirit of jea- 
lousy and fesentment which anim-, 
ates many of these isolated enthus- 
lasts, They are poised between 
Eaat ‘and West, and neither will ac- 
knowledge them.

NEW ZEPPELIN 


Some Features of the 
"2128 


The ‘last days of 1929 saw the 
completion of the new wharf at 
Friedrichshafen, It is a gigantic 
iron structure erected by the 
Gutehoffnunghutte of ‘Oberhausen, 
It stands close to the wharf in 
which “Graf Zeppelin" was built, 
and is now stowed away for the 
winter season. 

The space available for building 
the new airship Z128 measures 46 
metres in height, 650 metres. in 
breadth, and 248 metres in length, 
while the whole building measures 
62 metres in height, 59 metres in 
width, and 268 metres in length. 

The new airship will not be of 
the slender grace of “Grat 
Zeppelin.” It will have a propor- 
tionately shorter and sturdler body. 
It will contain nearly the double 
quantity of gas. The enormous 
doors again open towards the west, 
facing the wind, which is most 
frequenty blowing. This time they 
do not stand at right angles to the 
walls, but form a semi-circle, in 
order better to break the force of 
the wind.

DRAMATIC CRITICS 


Ban by Viennese 
Theatres 


In order to give the Vienna 
newspaper critics the oppor- 
tunity to seo a new play or 
opera before production, most 
theatres have been accustomed to 
Invite them to dress rehearsals. 
It was considered absurd that a 
critic should be asked to write a 
serious review and rush it into print 
immediately after a performance. 

Unfortunately the invitations to 
the rehearsals were not Hmited to 
the Press, At certain theatres 
many others were admitted, so that 
the rehearsals,, especially when a 
notable play was performed, became 
practically “public” performances. 
As these rehearsals must necea- 
sarily. lack the finish’ and tho 
exciting atmosphere of a premiere, 
it was felt that the visitora did not 
receive a correct impression of the 
play. ‘Moreover, the rehearsals 
have been held in the morning, 
which can never be.the same as a 
production in the evening. . 

Tt is alleged, too, that some 
critics do not trouble to see the 
first. public performance, and that 
their articles, in consequence, give 
a quite misleading {mpression. 
"For these reasons, with the ex- 
'Iception of tho State Opera, ‘the 
Vienna theatres have now excluded 
the critics: from dress, rehearsals. 
This has provoked .a lively | con- 
troversy, which is still going on. 
Some hold that'f would be better 
to publish at first merely a short 
report on the reception of the play, 
and a. considered criticism. a few 
days after. | :

sufficiently appreciated by those 
who bore them, World expsndi- 
ture on armaments, he sald, 1s 
nine hundred milllon pounds, of 
which 60 per cent. is expended by 
European countries, 20 per cent. 
by the United States and 20 per 
cent. by the rest of the world. 

The annual cost of armaments, 
however, was but a small part of 
the burden which nations have to 
bear as a result of this policy of 
relying upon force for national 
security, Armaments were a pro- 
vocation to war and maintained 
a war mind, Yet war never 
settled anything. It was only. a 
game from which both sides rose 
as losers. .’ Instancing the late 
war Mr. Snowden cited war bur- 
dens’ in: which were Involved 
Great Britain, and also in a con- 
siderable measure other parti- 
eipants. The war had left Great 
Britain with a debt of over seven 
thousand million pounds. 

Colossal Figures 

We had to raise ench year from 
taxation three hundred and fifty 
million pounds for the service of 
this debt without making any ap- 
preciable impression on _ the 
amount of tho, debt, 
‘sent rate ‘of repayment, it will 
take one hundred and forty years 
British tax-payers 
had to pay on our debt services 
one million pounds a day, or forty 
thousand pounds an hour ot over 
six hundred pounds ‘a minute. It 
tcok the whole time labour of two 
million workers year in and year out 
to produce the means to pay the 
annual cost of the British debt 
service. Add to this one hundred 
and fifteen million pounds an- 
‘nually apent on the fighting ser- 
vices and fifty-six million pounds 
paid yearly for war pensions and 
a total has reached the equivalent 
of five hundred and twenty mil- 
Hon pounds every year, or one 
thousand pounds a minute, which 
people of Great Britain had to 
provide for war purposes. 

Three-quarters of Britain's 
taxes were spent on paying for 
past wars and preparing for 
future wars,. The British were 
the most heavily taxed people in 
the world, ' The average amount 
of national! and local. taxation 
works out at about one hundred 
pounds per family. It said much 
for the financial .and industrial 
powers of Great, Britain’ that she 
now had a larger number of 
people in employment than before 
the war. It passed the power of 
the most imaginative tq conceive 
what prosperity ‘and happiness 
could be, added to the world if its 
efforts and resources, now 80 
largely wasted in the barbarous 
and inhuman obsession of war, 
could be diverted to the advance- 
ment of human welfare.—British 
Wireless Service. 

No Connivance *

Last year’s resolution of the 
National Union of Welsh Societies, 
“That Welsh be made a compulsory’ 
subject in the Normal Departments’ 
of the University Colleges’ had been’ 
considered by the Academic Board, 
who stated that in considering de- 
gree schemes the Board confines its 
attentions to the combination of 
subjects required for degrees. 
Apart: from this the Board had al- 
ways followed the policy of re- 
specting the autonomy of the col- 
leges.

How to Choose A Power 
Valve 


The present-day radio ‘receiver 
intended to operate a speaker may 
contain any number of valves 
from two up to six or seven, 
These valves fulfil various func- 
tions. Two.only are absolutely 
essential, the inclusion of the re- 
mainder being dependent upon re- 
ception conditions.. These two 
are the detector and the power 
amplifier or ‘output’ valve, 

The necessity for the detector 
will become clear if we consider 
the nature of the incoming signals 
intercepted. by the aerial. These 
signals consist of rapid “radio 
frequency” clectrical oscillations 
combined with lower “audio-fre- 
quency oscillations, the combinn-

Which of 
these characteristics determine 
the suitability of the valve aa a 
power amplifier? On what. basia 
should the merits of two valves 
be compared? 
What Actually Happens 

Before answering these ques- 
tions, It is necessary to consider 
what actually happens in a power 
amplifier. Wo will first imagine 
a set in which both filament cur- 
rent and H.T. are switched on, 
but no signala are being receiv- 
ed. A steady direct current will

tion being incapable of producing 
sounds, in,a telephone or speaker. 
It is the duty of the detector to 
separate the audio-frequency os- 
citations from - the  radio-fre- 
quency “carrier,” and pass them 
to the sound-reproducing equ{p- 
ment (telephones or speaker). 

It is necessary to supply a con- 
siderable amount of electrical 
power to a speaker in order to 
produce a satisfactory volume of 
sound, The power output of a 
single detector may be sufficient 
to operate headphones, but is 
never sufficient to operate a 
speaker of any size. The power 
amplifier, therefore, is employed 
to act as a relay, wherein the 
feeble impulses from the detector 
output are made to release a large 


amount of power for operating 
the speaker. .

flow in the circuit consisting of 
the H.T. battery, the speaker and 
the anode-filament path of the 
power valve. This direct current 
will, of course, produce no sound 
in the speaker, except a “plonk’” 
or click, when ‘switched on or off. 
Now imagine that signals are be- 
ing received. Impulses at. low 
frequency corresponding to the 
sounds produced before the micro- 
phone, wll be applied to the grid 
of the power valve, and will set 
up variations in the current flow- 
ing thrgugh the speaker, these 
variations corresponding exactly 
to the grid impulses, The power 
available to operate the speaker, 
and therefore, the volume of 
sound obtainable depends entire- 
ly upon the extent of the varia- 
tions in the anode current of the 
power valve, and not upon the 
actual value of that current. 
Perhaps this will be made clear 
by a simple analogy. Imagine a 
boat anchored in the middle of a 
lake. If the surface of the water 
is perfectly smooth, the’ boat will 
remain «stationary —this repre- 
sents the diaphragm of a speak- 
er when only a steady direct cur- 
rent is flowing through the wind- 
ing. Now imagine the surface of 
the water to be disturbed by a 
breeze. The boat will rise’ and

amount of motion will depend en- 
tirely upon the height of the 
crests of the waves and the depth 
of the troughs. In a similar way, 
the movement of the diaphragm 
of a -speaker depends upon the 
“depth of modulation,” ‘fe. the 
amplitude of the audio frequency 
variations’ in the anode current 
of the power valve, better known 
as the A.C. output of the valve. 
Other things being equal, the 
A.C. output of ‘a valve can be In- 
creased by Increasing the extent 
of the voltage variations applied | 
to the grid, but there are lmits 
beyond which the “grid swing” 
cannot be increased without in- 
troducing distortion. There are, 


-however, other factors which. con- 
trol the A.C) output 


of a valve. 
There are its amplification factor 
‘and impedance. 

Without going into fairly ad- 
vanced mathematics it Ia difficult 
to give a satisfactory explanation 
of the effect of these factors, but

fication factor and low impedance 
will give a greater A.C, output 
than a valve with a lower ampli- 
fication factor or higher imped- 
ance. ; 

“Mutual Conductance” 

The mutual effect of the ampll- 
fication factor and impedance ig 
expressed by the “mutual conduct- 
ance” or “factor of goodness” of 
the valve, When selecting a 
power valve, therefore, the. valve 
of higher mutual conductance will 
be preferred. _ Of two valves hav- 
ing approximately equal mutual 
conductance, the one having the 
higher’ amplification factor will be 
the better. By using a valve with 
a high amplification factor Jess in- | 
termediate amplification between 
the detector and the power valve 
is necessary and the risk of in- 


troducing distortion is correspond-. } 


ingly reduced. : 

Ever since the introduction of: 
brondcasting, manufacturers of 
valves have been steadily improv- 
ing the quality of thelr products, 
the tendency every year being to- | 
wards increased values of mutual 
conductance. The advent of new 
types of speakers requiring ever- 
increasing power for their opera- 
tion has led valve makers to turn 
their attention .more particularly 
to the design of efficient’ power 
valves. Valves of the- “super: 
power” claas such as the Mullard 
P.M.252, P.M.254, and P.M.266 for

LEPROSY SCOURGE 
Who Says That It Is 
Incurable ? 
PHILIPPINES PROBLEM 


A local reader asks the China Mail 
to publish the following:— 

If there is any one who ia still 
in doubt as to the curability of 


leprosy he cannot but be convinc-. 


ed if he could take a trip to the 
Philippine Islands and see with 
hia own eye as I am doing now. 
Here the lepers are being cured 
every year literally by hundreds, 
and it seems not only probable 


but possible that the dread dis-, 


ease will be wiped. out entirely 
within a decade. At present the 
problem in this.country is not the 
lepers, but rather the ex-lepers 
who have been found clinically 
and bacteriologically negative and 
discharged by the health autho- 
rities, but cannot find any job on 


account of the unwarranted fear ; 


of the people. It is exceedingly 
difficult for them to make a re- 
habilitation, According to the 
report of the Health, Authorities 
there are over 2,000 of them scat- 
tered throughout the provinces. 
In view of this pecullar problem 
the Philippine Anti-Leprosy So- 
ciety is now bending its effort to- 
‘wards secking a solution, and ‘over 
$20,000 has already been raised 
They have now 
placed aix well trained nurses on 
the field searching for ex-lapers in 
different regions and finding out 


what problems they have met andj; 


how they have met them. After 
the completion of this survey a 
Good-Will Industry is contemplat- 
ed to employ the ex-lepers and to 
teach them different kinds of work 
adapted to their previous training 
or physical condition.
